Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1 . The claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The specification 
discloses "carrier wave" as communication media (p. 6, paragraph 0023). Carrier wave is 
non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly . 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. 

1. Claims 1,16, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter, which were not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The 
claims contain the term "prime criterion parameter", which is defined as "a bisection error of 
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the circuit simulation" (paragraph 0012), is indefinite because the specification does not 
clearly redefine the term. 

2. Claims 2-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 1 that they depend on. 

3. Claims 17-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 16 that they depend on. 

4. Claims 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 26 that they depend on. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 1,16, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite because the specification does not clearly redefine the term "prime criterion 
parameter'', which is defined as "a bisection error of the circuit simulation" (paragraph 0012). 
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6. Claim 1, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite because the 
limitation "calculating a prime criterion parameter based on the optimization parameters and 
the signal characteristic value" is unclear of which optimization parameters are. used for the 
calculation since there are 3 optimization parameters available. 

7. Claim 16, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite because 

" the limitation "calculating a prime criterion parameter based on the optimization parameters 
and the signal characteristic value" is unclear of which optimization parameters are used for 
the calculation since there are 3 optimization parameters available. 

8. Claims 2-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 1 that they depend on. 

9. Claims 17-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 16 that they depend on. 

10. Claims 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because they inherit the 
defects of claim 26 that they depend on.
